Walter Wellman, the well 
known correspondent and ex¬ 
plorer, expects to make his second 
airship voyage in search of the 
North pole this summer. His ship 
has been reconstructed in Paris 
this winter, and its motors now 
have a lifting capacity of 19.500 
pounds. The machine will be 
set up at Spitzbergen and thor¬ 
oughly tested, and if all works 
satisfactorily the start will be 
made about Aug. 1. 

Mr. Wellman may find the pole, 
and there is a possibility that he 
may also find Commander Robert 
E. Peary perched thereon com¬ 
placently awaiting his arrival. 
Commander Peary met with two 
serious obstacles to his ambition 
to make another Arctic trip ; one 
of a financial nature and the other 
in securing a leave of absence 
from the navy department. Now 
he is said to have received a 
guarantee of $200,000 for the ex¬ 
pedition, and the navy depart¬ 
ment has also granted him a 
three-year leave of absence. He 
expects to sail on his long and 
uncertain journey about June 10. 
Others have almost reached the 
goal, and it may be that one. of 
these gentlemen, or both, will be 
successful. If so, the record of 
their journey and discoveries will 
be of much interest and some 
scientific value, though we doubt 
if much practical good will be 
accomplished. However, it might 
be feasible to colonize that sec- 
tion with anarchists. Once there, 
it would take them a long time to j 
get back, and in that glorious 
country they could carry out their 
ideas to the limit.

Building Material Lowering. 

A Sr-n Francisco dispatch states that 
lumber in the local market has dropped 
six dollars a thousand feet within a 
brief period, and indications point to a 
further fall in the near future all along 
the line. Other materials used for 
building are also on the decline, and 
property owners, whose plans for re¬ 
building had to be deferred owing to 
the excessive cost of material, will again 
invite bids for new structures. Build¬ 
ing operations will be prosecuted with 
renewed energy and vigor and activity 
will increase perceptibly. 

There are a hundred thousand barrels 
of cement from foreign ports now headed 
for San Francisco, this estimate not in¬ 
cluding seventy ships laden with build¬ 
ing material of all kinds, including iron, 
marble, cement and lu mber. Lime has 
declined from $2.25 a barrel to $1.75, 
and a further decline is expected.

It really makes very little dif¬ 
ference where you go nowadays, 
just so long as it is somewhere 
out of doors. There is a spring 
poem growing on every bush for 
him who has the wit to pluck it, 
and a bushel basket will not suf¬ 
fice to carry them all if one hap¬ 
pens in the vicinity of the sacred 
grove called orange. To be sure, 
not quite every one cares for 
spring-poetry, but for such there 
is always a billboard.

One of the most fascinating of 
the large canyons just now is the 
Little Santa Anita, back of the 
reposeful orange-grove town of 
Sierra Madre at the foot of the 
mountains bearing the same 
family name. The road at the 
end of the car line leads directly 
to the purple-green slopes, which 
look as if they might be furnish¬ 


ing habitation to elves, gnomes 
and even giants in their misty 
recesses, and u Is buidcrcd by 
gardens of marguerite bushes so 
thickly starred with milk-white 
bloom that they resemble ex¬ 
aggerated powder puffs, and of 
roses, such riots of roses as are 
fairly anarchistic in their unruly 
red tumultuousness. 

The road runs up hill for a 
quarter of a mile and bumps its 
head against the mountain; then 
it makes a detour to the right, 
pauses to embrace an oak tree, 
skirts the edge of an empty weed- 
trimmed reservoir, and turns a 
curve to drop down into the 
broad, tree-filled canyon. Pres¬ 
ently it branches, and if you de¬ 
sire to visit the Big Santa Anita, 
you will take the right-hand trail 
and follow it across the stream 
and on for three miles into the 
next hollow. This is a govern¬ 
ment trail which leads for eleven 
miles back into the mountains. 
If the Little Santa Anita will 
satisfy you—and he is a carping 
critic whom it will not—you will 
turn to the left and follow 
the upward trail beside the 
stream. 

The stream is a brawling, vio- 
lent-tempered young fellow afflict¬ 
ed with cataracts. It tears along 
its course of great white and 
gray rocks, as rapid as a millrace 
and rearing like a sportive young 
lion. Her^ and there among the 
larger rocks one comes upon a 
more quiet pool where part of 
the water has paused to catch its 
breath before joining again in the 
mad scamper down the rough 


sycamore leaves into which your 
step sinks deliciously. As the 
canyonside draws confidentially 
nearer to the stream the narrow¬ 
ing strip beneath the trees shews 
exquisite smaller ferns springing 
up from the leaf mould so thickly 
that, as they spread their delicate 
fronds over the ground, they over¬ 
lay each other with the perfect 
adjustment of irised feathers 
about the neck of a pigeon. They 
make such bosky, enchanting 
nooks as the fairies must favor 
for picnic grounds. Doubtless 
Puck occasionally employs that 
graceful stem for a see-saw, and if 
the brook were less rude in its 
clamoring I am sure you could 
catch the tinkle of Mab’s laughter 
from beneath the concealment of 
yonder lacy canopy. This would 
be a good place to lay in a stock 
of the mystic fern seed, moreover, 
which the German legends tell us 
can render one invisible to mor¬ 
tal eyes.

Long, 
sparce, fine grass grows here a 
foot in height, each blade as dis¬ 
tinct and erect as the trees of a 
redwood forest. In the open 
spaces it lies long and flat and 
beaded with water drops, where 
last night’s rain beat upon it.

The monthly license in this ordinance 
provided for shall be due a.id payable 
to the said City on the first calendar day 
of each month in advance, tor all persons, 
agents, firms or corporations who have 
for the previous month been licensed to 
carry on any such trade, calling, pro¬ 
fession or occupation; and for all per¬ 
sons, agents, firms or corporations who 
or have not been licensed for the previous 
month for the same trade, calling, pro¬ 
fession or occupation the license shall 
be due and payable and must be pro¬ 
cured by such person before carrying 
on such trade, calling, profession or 


the exhibition of such license for the 
current term from any person, firm, or

AN ORDINANCE of the Board 
of Trustees of the city of Sierra 
Madre licensing certain busi¬ 
nesses and occupations therein 
mentioned; providing license 
fees for the same and provid¬ 
ing a penalty for the violation 
thereof. 

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 
Section I. It shall be unlawful for
